Experience of Three Hunters iu the Plne- 


nnt Mountain Ranee of 
Nevada —A 


Thrilling Fight to the Death—Beautiful 
Specimens of the Equine Breed. 


"One of the queerest things about 


N'evada, and one that has kept rue won- 
dering." said Tom D. Sellers, of Carson, 
to an Examiner reporter at the Baldwin. 
"are tho*e wild horses. I have lived in 
Nevada twenty-six years. A good deal 
of that time I have been in the Coiustocli- 
range, but when not there ruining I have 
been off in the bills of Douglas, Nye, 
Churchill and Lander counties. 


"It is in these that many bands of 


wild horses- roam at their pleasure, both 
winter and summer. In winter the wild 
horbes uauallv seek shelter in tho Pine- 
nut range of Douglas county. 


"This Pinemit range extends for sev- 


enty-five or a bundled miles out toward 
Utah, and is covered with a thick growth 
of shrublike pines, which bear anutritious 
nut and which give ample shelter, while 
affording the .seclusion which the wild 
Viands seek. The Indians used to live on 
this nut, and they do yet to some extent, 


ut in the valleys below tho pines, and 
rowing at intervals among them, is a 
ery nutritious grass. It is on this that 
IB wild horses live 


LARGE ilfS TANGS. 


"The 
real mountain wild horso is a 


.justang of large size. His shoulders 
re unfitted for the collar, not being so 
eavy as those of the American horse, 
nd he is a mountain 'climber, scarcely 
xcelled by the, wild goat. 
"Every color, from bright bay to iron 
.-ay, white and black, can bo found, 
'or'steady running nothing of the equine 
reed can equal biin. The racers which 
un on our tracks would outrun him for 
couple of miles, perhaps, but they have 
ot tlie staying qualities oi' tho wild 
nes. 
"I am just in from the Pinenut range, 
went over there hunting deer in com- 
any w ith "William McKendree and John 
'hu'rstoii, of Piorbe. 
We fell afoul of a

md charging, and it looked as if every 
instant fliev would break uway.

;rasped our guns and fired cuer the 
leads of the horses, for they were so 
jretty that we didn't want to kill them. 


"Finally, just at the last second of 


ame, when 'we thought we were to be 
:orne down by tho wild throng, they 
.urned and dashed dow u the hill Into the 
darkness. 


"By this tinio we began to hear weird 


lowls and 
neighing 
and 
stamping. 


Every once in a while we heard a 
whack, as though something was hitting 
something else with terrific force, corn- 
Dined with louder howls. The noise was 
just behind the spur of pinenut trees, a 
quarter of n mile awa}. It continued 
louder than ever, and two of us con- 
cluded to push on out and see what the 
rumpus was. 


"Judge of oursurpri.se when we seo 


three old stallions surrounded by a pack 
of big mountain wolvesjand kicking and 
biting for all they were worth. Three or 
four of the wolves had been sent to 
grass, their ribs broken and disabled In 
other waj s. 


A FIERCE COMBAT. 


"Around the stallions were tin1 able 


bodied wolves, snapping and growling 
and showing their long, w bite, vicious 
teeth. Their eyes gleamed wickedly in 
the darkness. Tlie sido of one of tlie 
horses was bitten and bleeding 


"The horses stood almost bead to head 


and planted tcrrifli: blows on the heads 
and bodies of the wohes. 


"Every onco in a while :i wolf de- 


scribed a parabola In the air, 
It was a 


scene long to be remembered. Out thero 
in the keen, crisp night air of the moun- 
tains the three wild horses were fighting 
not only for their lives, but for the lives 
of the younger nnd weaker members of 
the band, w ho were being defended from 
the wolves, who, hungry, had stolen in 
upon them. 


"We tired un the wolves, and for a 


minute there was as interesting a fusil- 
lade as j mi i ould w ish to see. 
We shot 


right into the puck, to the right and left 
of the horses, and

A Bloody Battle A*. 


J. W. Stcele, an old pioneer of Mojave, 


is in the city, and has presented to Will- 
iam Montgomerv, of tho American ex- 
change, a noted Indian weapon that has 
caused the death of twelve men. It is a 
stone battle ax about five inches long by 
three wide at the thickest part, and 
tapers both ways to almost a sharp edge. 
This ax has twelve .deeply cut lines in it, 
indicating the number of men who have 
fallen by it. 


Old Chief Lingona, of the Mojaves, 


was once the owner of this weapon, and 
it was he who wielded it with such des- 
truction. He first, while engaged in bat- 
tle with some emigrants, killed Tom 
Jarvis, the leader. This was in 1834. _ In 
like manner two years later he killed 
Henry Koch and William Thompson 
near Tort Yuma, being himself at the 
time perforated with two pistol balls. 
Then old Lingona slugged two of his 
braves who displeased him, and with the 
exception of Jolm Kincaid, who fell by 
his hand in I860, it is not known who th9 
other marks are intended for. Lingona 
died two years ago, and Mr. Steelo se- 
cured the weapon from the tribe. He 
said: 
"ThnoM chief was a thoroughly bad 


Indian. Ho wag in his day on tho Mo- 
jave desert what Slade was along the 
Une of the Union Pacific, and what Billy 
the Kid and Wild Bill were. He only 
made marks on his battle ax for the men. 
he actually killed with it. 
Those he 


stabbed or shot he had another way of 
reckoning. Ho indicated them by the 
grizzly bear claws he hail strung about 
IIH neck. 


"This btriug of bear claws is now kept 


l)v his squaw at- Mojave, who survives 
him. 
It makes me almost shrink back 


when I see that big string of claws. 
There must bo thirty on it, and if the 
chief had brought all his dead together 
thero M mild have been enough for a big 
graveyard."--San Francisco Chronicle.

Chlnrse Excluded from Siberia. 


Another land to close its doors against 


Chinese immigration is eastern Siberia. 
Tho government of the Russian prov- 
inces of tlie Amoor has proposed to re- 
strict tho entry of Chinese, with this 
statement: "Tho Manchurians form an 
element \\hich is dangerous to the inter- 
ests of our Russian colonists, as by their 
intelligence, industry, endurance and 
frugality, competition of any foreign la- 
bor system whatever with theirs is pre- 
vented.'' It is proposed to levy a capi- 
tation and income tax on all Chinese and 
Coreans in Russian territory, and to ad- 
mit Asiatics to tho privilege of Russian 
subjects only if they become naturalized 
Russians.—Kansas City Journal.

needle point on its under side to vibrate. 
As a wax cvllnder ten inches long and 
two inches'In diameter revolves, the 
needle point indents the wax according to 
the vibrations of the diaphragm, making 
a long spiral line around the cylinder, 
which, as it revolves, travels from right 
to left. In order to get a reproduction 
of sound a species of sounding board is 
adjusted, and the needle is made to pass 
again over the indentations it has made. 
As it scrapes along the "sounding dia- 
nhraem gives forth a reproduction, more 
or lels perfect, of the original words 
talked into the instrument. In the hrst 
Edison phonograph of twelve years ago 
the instrument gave out a caricature ol 
what was said to it; if one knew what 
had been said or sung into it it was easy 
enough to make sense out of the phono- 
crapS's Punch and Judy talk, but not 
otherwise. The changes have been in 
the direction of improving the quality of 
the sound and its distinctness, rather 
than volume. As it may be heard to- 
dav the phonograph's message or repro- 
duction w more distinct than one from a 
telephone hi first class order and under 
favorable conditions. And when the 
telephone "talks" well it talks very wail. 


COMPARED WITH STENOGRAPHY. 


"That 
instrument has been there 


nearly a month," continued the lawyer. 
"It has saved me days of labor. When 
I am ready to dictate a brief or aeon- 
tract, I touch this little spring, which 
sets the machinery in motion; but BO 
noiseless is it that unless you put your 
ear close to the motor you cannot hear it 
at all 
I take this phone or mouthpiece 


and talk into it just as I would do with a 
telephone, using my natural voice, and 
talking just as fast as I please, which 
YOU cannot do with a telephone. If the 
machine is allowed to run, the cylinder 
will be used up at the end of six minutes,

8Ls minutes of 'solid' talk, or about 
1 000 words. The work of putting on 
another cylinder takes about a second, 
and then I can go on. When my work 
is done my typewriter takes my cyl- 
inders, puts them on Ids phonograph 
and writes out from the dictation, mak- 
ing the instrument go as fast or as slow 
as na wishes. 
"Now as to the advantages of the ma- 


chino over a stenographer. In the iirst 
place no stenographer can go as fast as 1 
like to talk: I have to wait at every sen- 
tence for the stenographer to catch up. 
Sometimes the stenographers aro busy.

They also express their 
firm belief that he has been exposed to no 
danger since then.

The 
committee declare that Stanley was under 
instructions to make f.-n- the East African 
coast after supplying Emin with stores 
and ammunition, and regard that as evi- 
dence thai his return to the Aruwimi river 
was solely for the purpose of convejMng 
to Emin" the remaining stores, which, 
owing to the lack of carriers, had been 
left behind in the entrauohecl camp on tha 
Aruwimi at Yambuga. 


The London commi'.ee believe that if 


the news about Emi 's capture by tho 
Soudanese is true, Sti iley will change his 
plans and return to tl.: west coast by the 
way he followed ou his march into the 
interior; for it is obvious that with the 
small resources at his command Stanley 
has been unable to make any attempt to 
enforce the release of Emin, if the latter 
is re»lly a prisoner of the insurgents. It 
would be indeed ridiculous to expect that 
Stanley, with his tiny force and limited 
means, should succeed in forcing the 
Mahdi's hordes to liberate Emin when 
Lord Wolseley at the head of a British 
army of 20,00(1, armed and equipped on 
the moat elaborate aud lavish scale, was 
unable to effect the rescue of General 
Gordon in 1884-l»i.">.
